Had the judge di/played an 
anxiety to fave the prifoner, he might 
with equal propriety have been impeached 
as guilty of /ympathy or pity. 

I cannot vote forthe laft article without 
a violation of my political principles, I 
do not believe that the expreflion ot polit- 
ical opinion is a crime in a republican gov- 
ernment. I have repeatedly deciared that I 
confidered it improper ina judge to read 
political leflures from the bench ; and I 
have alfo had frequent opportunities, both 
on fermer and recent occafions, of expref.- 
fing my conviétion that judicial officers 
ought not to be punifhed for declaring 
their political opinions, We ought not 
ourfelves to pra€tice what we reprobate in 
others, and it is always defirable to carry 
our own theories into practice, 

With thefe powerful confiderations, 
others of a d:fferent nature have naturally 
mingled themfeives, in my own mind, 
while refle€ting upon this 1mportant fub- 
ett.
